SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

Cock Addiction magazine has 36 pages (plus front and back covers) consisting mainly 
of high resolution colour photographs of sexual activity between a man purporting to 
be a doctor and a woman, his patient. This raises ethical issues but the extent and 
degree of the portrayal is not significant enough to make the availability of the 
publication likely to be injurious to the public good. Some of the photographs are in 
close focus and dehumanise the participants, but these are not the dominant feature 
of the whole publication. The depicted sexual activity appears to take place in a fun 
and consensual manner.
